YORKVILLE, II., July $—A dramatic 
story of a fight to the death in the dark 
with a masked robber who invaded their 
home was told here today by Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Grimwood, who live on a 
farm two miles east of here. 

The robber died as she was throttling 
him, Mrs. Grimwood said, after he had 
been thrown to the floor by her hus- 
band. She is a large and powerful wom- 


an, although 65 years old. 

The robber, apparently about 55, 
smooth-shaven and wearing a new suit 
of clothes, had a receipt in his pocket 
from a Chicago firm for the clothes. 
The receipt bore the name William 
Davis. Slips showing apparent profit 
of between $5000 and $6000 were also 
found on the robber. The police believe 
the clothing and papers were stolen. 

Before Mrs. Grimwoai got into the 
fight, her husband and the robber—the 
farmer armed with a club he kept in his 
room, and the robber with an ice pick— 
circled around in the dark, feeling (for 
each other, lunging and striking. ir 
heavy breathing was all 
their blows as they groped for each 
other. Now and then Grimwood got 
home a blow with his club and the rob- 
ber reached the farmer with the ice pick 
several times. . 

At length one of Grimpood's swings 
struck the robber’s head and he fell. 
Mrs. Grimwood, who had been awak- 
ened by rushing of feet, leaped upon 
the robber, seizing him by the throat. 
She chocked him while her husband got 
up, struck a light and went after a 
rope to bind the man. The robber died 
as her husband came back, she said.

New testimony flatly contradicts Mrs. 
Carman’s story that she was ill and dis- 


robed for a time before and a time after 
the shooting. Two witnesses—patients— 
asserted that a short time before the 
killing of Mrs. Bailey, Mrs. Carman. 
fully dressed, admitted them to the 
doctor's waiting room. 

One of these witnesses said positively 
that just after the shooting the doc- 
tor’s wife, still completely clothed, en- 
tered the room where the dead wom tn 
lay, uttered an exclamation, and then 
passed out. Mrs. Carman’s statemert 
has been that she was resting upstairs 
and did not descend to learn what the 
* was about. 

Not Called for Inquest, 

The name of Mrs. Carman did not ap- 
pear on the list of witnesses summoned 
for the inquest this afternoon into the 
death of Mrs. Bailey although she 
knows that she is under suspicion in 
a measure and had declared her will- 
ingness to appear and tell her story. 
Since almost everyone else in and about 
the physician's house that night had 
been notified to appear at the inquest, 
the omission of Mrs. Carman's name 
caused much comment. It was under- 
stood the District Attorney desired 19 
reserve her testimony for the grand 
jury, unimpaired by any premature rev- 
elations at the inquest. | 

Among the witnesses. called. were Ar- 
chie Post»Joseph Golder and Miss Hazle 
Coombs, patients, whose stories contra- 
dict that of Mrs. Carman. 

A man namet Burke, resident of 
neighboring village, had been sum 
moned, it was said, to repeat a story 
he had told a detective about having 
seen a woman dressed in white running 
away from the window of the doctor’s 
office immediately after the shot was 
fired. 

Mrs. oi today denied a story that 
several weeks ago she had attacked 4 
woman patient in her husband's offic». 
“TI know what that report referred to, 
however.“ she added. There was what 
might be termed a scene in the doctor's 
officé with a woman. There was a wom- 


serious, no violence and no serious con- 
flict.”’ 

In view of these developments the 
police guard about the Carman house is 
still maintained, and the officials, who 
had said that Mrs. Carman was entirely 
eliminated from the case becatse of her 
“alibi,”” have nothing to say about that 
phase of it today. 

District Attorney Smith of Nassau

Heard Shot, Sce Man Flee. 

They heard the shot, the Prosecut r 
says, and then a tail man, carrying a 
straw hat, climbed the picket fence 
that separated the Carman place from 
the Black place. The man ran across 
150 feet of lawn fronting the Tax 
house, and than sped west on the Mer 
rick road. 3 

The workmen apparently made no ef- 
fort to pursue. Neither did they give 
any worth-while nnen of the fugi- 
tive. 

They did not say they saw the man at 
the window through which the shot 
was Fred. Those who had been follow 
ing the case do not regard the new de- 
velopment as particularly important. 

Search of the grounds of the Carman 
home, which extended even to the ex- 
amination of wells and cesspools, has 
failed to reveal the weapon with. which 
Mrs. Bailey might have been murderédd. 
Freeport policemen with lanterns last 
night went over every foot of ground 
about the place, while others drained 
pools and wells. 

Sheriff Pettit announced that there 
did not appear to be sufficient evidence 
at hand as yet to warrant him in mak- 
ing an arrest. He passed three hours 
with Dr. and Mrs. Carman last night. 

“If there is an arrest it will be of a 
woman,” he Sheriff sald. Every man 
in the case has been eliminated.” 

One man who has been under suspi- 
cion, Pettit explained, had proved an 
alibi. He had been questioned severa!) 
times, Sheriff Pettit said, and had ac- 
counted for every moment of his time 
on the night of the murder.

Corput, in charge of the quarantine sta- 
tion, and by a corps of experts from 
Washington who are expected to arrive 
by the end of the week. 9 

Formal request to Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo that Dr. Blue as- 
sume charge of the campaign was made 
yesterday by representatives of local 
commercial and civic organizations, 
health authorities and others. 


Trap Rats Then Dip Them te Kill 
Fleas, Doctor Urges. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., July 3.—Aeccord- 
ing to Dr. V. C. Vaughan, président of 
the American Medical Association, the 
only sure way to rid the country of bu- 
bonic plague is to trap the rats and then 
destroy them, first dipping them into a 
solution to kill the fleas, as the fleas 
that are upon the infected rats distribute 
the plague to humans. 

This method of trapping the rate and 
then killing them off together with their 
fleas, has an advantage wer the other 
two methods,“ said Dr. Vaughan. 

To innoculate the rat with rat typhoid 
does not affect the fleas they thrive 
upon the typhoid, andthen go to the 
humans wich their load of plague poison. 
Tc poigon them with arsenic does uct 
effect the flea or destroy their ability 
to carry the plague. But to trap the 
rats has many advantages. First of all. 
the fleas can be destroyed in this man- 
rer, and then, too, each trapped hat 
taken to the laboratory to be examincd 
for the plague bacillus is marked with 
a tag, showing the part o: the city in 
which it was caught. If eviderce of the 
plague is found in the rat, then® the 
suspected locality is immediately known 
and attention given toit, and all od 
bulidings which may harbor rats are 
destroyed. 

Dr. Vaughan said there was a vaccine 
and also a serum to be used in oe 
bubonic plague. 

The use of bubonic plague vacine 13 
justified only in epidemics of it. The 
vaccine is prepared from dead plague 
bacilli, the principle is the sgme as in 
ts phoid, and the effects more or less 
dctrimental, the period ot immunity 
Serum for the treatment of the 
plague is similar to diphtheria antitoxin. 
and has not been a marked success.“

COMB SAVED MAN 
WHO KILLED ONE 
OF THREE ROBBERS 


Deputy Sheriff ß Hit 
Heart During Duel, 
Bullet Is Deflected. 


PENDLETON, Ore., July 3.—Georgre 
MacDuffey, a Deputy Sheriff, escaped 
death in a duel with train robbers in 
the aisle of a chair car, 50 miles east of 
here yesterday when a bullet fired by 
one of the men struck a comb in Mac- 
Duffey’s vest pocket, and deflected. Mac- 
Duffey killed one of the robbers, and 
wounded another. The car was on the 
Oregon-Washington Railroad, and Navi- 
gation passenger train No. 5, westbound. 

The dead man was identified as George 
Chapman, whose home was near Kam- 
ela. His wounded companicn 
third robber were trailed by posses. 
They got about $200 from the express 
car of the train, one diamond ring, val- 
ued at $700, and a few dollars. 

The robbers boarded the train when it 
slowed to drop a helper engine.

A 
request that women be left undisturbed 
was agreed to, and one robber remained 
to guard the crew. The others encoun- 
tered MacDuffey. 

After the shooting the wounded rob- 
ber dragged himself back to the ex- 
press car, summoned his companion and 
escaped. A quantity of explosives was 
found near the track.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 3.—The ac- 
tion of the trial court in Jackson Coun-

„My first statement has been criticised 
because I laid too much responsibility 
on William of Wied. My reasons were 
based on the following facts, which 
Wied cannot deny: 

“Col. Thomson, Dutch commander of 
the International Gendarmie, killed in 
the attack on Durazzo, was sent in 
March by decree of the Prince as Com- 
rrissionaire-General for <Argyrocastro 
and Korytsa, conferred with Zographos 
and fair terms of settlement were pro- 
posed. The Prince had at. that time 
taken charge of albanian affairs and 
ignored commission control. On Col. 
Thomson’s return the Albanian ministry 
opposed his plans and Col. Thomson 
stated the reason to be that they, as 
Pasha and Beys, believed he would 
make terms which. might injure their 
landed proprietorships. 

Essad Pasha proposed that he be 
given 25,000 men to carry on a war of 
destruction against Epirus. Col. Thom- 
son bitterly opposed this plan. He in- 
sisted that such a course would not only 
cause bloodshed and heart burnings, but 
bitter religious hatreds, which would 
endure for years. Essad's proposition 
was defeated, but the Prince of Wied 
signed a revocation of Col. Thomson's 
commission and removed the only peace- 
maker from his civil authority. 

The Prince of Wied must take the 
responsibility for this and for the fact 
that after Col. Thomson’s warning he 
brought about religious wars in Epirus 
and Durazzo. 


The Prince of Wied is a weak sian 
and the powers that appointed him 
must share the responsibility. But 
weakness is no excuse fer a man who 
assumes to govern a people. 

The commission vf tnternational con- 
trol is also compose l cf men of ccn- 
sular station unfittel by training and 
character for the creation of a guovern- 
ment. With one exception, I believe 
them to be without malice, yet their 
incompetence cannot excuse them. Their 
duplicity in dealing with Zographos was 
very: apparent. 

Would Save Aviona District. 

“I said in my former, statement that 
I hoped to be instrumental in saving 
one whole section of the country from 
destruction. This was the Avlona dis- 
trict, which I found hemmed in on the 
north by the insurgents, and on the 
south by the Epirots. I advised them 
that their only safety was to declare 
independence, withdraw their troops 
from both borders, make alliances with 
the Epirots and insurgents for mutual! 
peace. I opened negotiations with Zo- 
graphos, which were well received, and 
had a reliable agent whose acquaintance 
with the two insurgent leaders would 
have obtained access to the insurgents. 

A week later, the Avionas had agreed 
to this policy, when the Austrian war- 
ships appeared, and also Winkle, the 
German member of the Commission of 
International Control. They ordered the 
negotiations to be stopped and the 
Avlonas yielded. The result was that the 
insurgents, who had already taken Ki- 
basnan and Berat, were marching south- 

ward and were now closing upon Avlona, 
another district thus betrayed by the 
fraud at Durazzo. 

But a more serious situation now pre- 
sents itself through this failure. Where- 
as the insurgents and the Epirotes 
might have become allies before this, 
they are now advancing upon each oth- 
er as enemies. The Epirotes have now 
reached Telepheni. Tho Powers can 
give no help excepting in the harbors 
of Aviona and Santiquaranta. 
Whether the insurgents can now be 
induced to treat with the Epirotes, I 
know not, for nobody has yet ascer- 
tained their temper and demands. In 
a few days they will descend upon Epi- 
rus flushed with victory and with a 
prospect of conquering all Albania un- 
less the Epirotes can appease them. 
“All the horrors of a réii%ious war 
may be expected, and Epirus will be 
added to the sacrificés on the altar of 
London accord. 

The six great Powers cannot evade 
the responsibility. I am informed thst 
they have approved the protocol of Cor- 
fu. This comes too late. They must 
in fairness now answer whether they 
will provide troops to defend Epirus. 
I assert that they have no intention of 
doing this. 

I have advices which satisfy me that 
the insurgents can be reached by ne- 
gotiations. I am also satisefid that even 
now Albania can be organized for self- 
government, but only in case the mur- 
derous agencies are driven from Duraz- 
zo. To parley with them I:nger will ve 
ruinous, as there is no government to 
demand this. I respect the right to self- 
government for the Mohammedans .s 
well as for the Christians. I am no 
partisan except for peace and to save 
the blood now being spilled daily 11 
Albania.”’

NEW YORK, July 3.—My holiday in 
New York has been cheered by excited, 
excellent news telephoned by Mr. Cur- 
tiss at Hammondsport. The Rodman 
Wanamaker transatlantic flying boat 
„America“ has again demonstrated her 
splend:d qualities by getting off the sur- 
face vf Lake Keuka with a load em- 
puted by Mr. Curtiss at 2107 pounds. 
This made her total weignt in the air 
well over 5000 pounds. 

Before I left Hammondsport Mr. Cur 
ties and I agreed to try another ex- 
periment to help determine the effect -of 
increasing still further the America's“ 
hydroplaning surface. This was to at- 
tach under the wings the pair of pon- 
toons made by Mr. Curtiss for launch- 
ing the Langley aeroplane for its re- 
cent experiments. I deferred announc- 
ing this plan because I did not wish to 
raise any unwarranted expectations. 

Wonderful Machine in Air, 

Needless to ray I am pleased by the 
result, as it demonstrates again what 
J have said before, that the America“ 
is a wonderful machine in the air. Com- 
pleting the permanent planing surfaces 
and getting her out of the water into 
the air with her full transatlantic load 
is only the problem of a few more days 
of experimentation. 

The speed at which the America“ 
flew under this heavy load is very grat- 
fring, especially in view of the fact 
that the propellers were making only 
1150 revolutions per minute. Mr. Cur- 
tiss tells me that Doc“ Wildman, the 
flying professor, in the speedy Curtiss 
poat of the standard type, was unable 
to keep pace with the America.“ 

fhe object of attaching the Langley 
machine’s pontoons under the ‘Amer- 
lea“ was to help determine the correct 
proportions of the permanent planes that 
are to be built to take the place of the 
experimental planing surfaces. 


Little Data to Work From, 


Those who may be impatient of thes 
delays—as I can see them myself— 


should ear in mind that this large type 
of Puat is experimental. There has been 
no data worth speaking of from which 
to work. 

Although I am chafing to be off, I 
realize that the period of experin«ata- 
tion allowed Mr. Curtiss for verfecting 
a new end extraordinary type of ma- 
chine is indeed very limited. In fact, 
he has :chieved a remarkable result 
in getting the America so nearly right 
in so short a time. 

I am assured that the planing surfaces,

Curtiss Is Pilot as the “America” 
Lifts 5007 Pounds. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HAMMONDSPORT, N. X., July 8.— 
Lieut. Porte missed the most satisfac- 
tory performance of the America by 
his absence in New York yesterday. 
The changes suggested by previous ex- 
periments were completed in time for 
a trial.in the afternoon. Mr. Curtiss 
took the helm in Porte’s absence and 
sent the Americk up with the aid of 
pontoons he used to launch ‘“‘Langley’s 
Folly’’ on its recent trials.

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HENRY W. DENISON, 
JAPAN’S ADVISOR, DIES 


American in Department oof 
Foreign Affairs Since 1880, 
Succumbs to Paralysis. 
TOKIO, July 
Denison, legal advisor of the Japa- 
nese Department of Foreign Affairs 


since 1880, died today in St. Luke’s 
American Hospital. Denison was 
stricken with paralysis a week ago. 

The announcement of Denison’s 
death was withheld for several hours 
in accordance with Japanese custom, 
to permit the Emperor to confer the 
decoration of the grand cordon of the 
Order of Paulowinia on the dead man. 
A .eulogistic statement in regard to 
the services/of Denison was later is- 
sued by the Japanese Foreign Office. 
In it he was hailed as one of the 
greatest benefactors of Japan. It 
concluded: 

„The whole Japanege nation joins 
in the sentiment of thankfulness and 
indebtedness for the distinguished 
services of Denison and in the expres- 
sion of sorrow at his departure.” 


Henry Willard Denison was born 
at Guild Hall, Vermont, May 11, 1846 
and studied law at the Columbian 
(now the George Washington) Uni:

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BIG BUSINESS AT THE FRONT DOOR. 
Times have changed—when we see Big Business 
calling at the front door of the White House, 
openly, by daylight, like anybody else. Those 
interests so friendly” to some previous adminis-

Nobody but the owners of the public utilities 
has anything to gain by à return to the ward 
system. Under that system they would find it 
easier to dictate terms, for control or public 
Ownership, than they will when dealing with a 
Board of Aldermen elected by the whole city. 

The voters who cast the charter majority are 
not looking for ways to make public ownership 
harder or more costly than it need be: what they

ENDING OF MEDIATION. 


From the Cleveland Leader. 

The good offices proffered by Ar- 
gentina, Brazil and Chile have helped 
to keep this country quiet while the 
Constitutionalists have gone on win- 
ning battles, taking cities and ex- 
tending the territory in their con- 
trol. It has broken the force of pub- 
lic opinion in the United States which 
demanded the suitable chastisement 
of Huerta, and he has been doomed 
to see his authority undermined and 
his downfall brought nearer by the 
advance of the revolutionary forces 
fighting their way down from the 
north. 

Mediation may also have served a 
useful purpose by convincing Latin- 
American nations that the United 
States does not arrogate to itself ex- 
clusive authority over any weaker 
country in the New World: Public 
sentiment in the states between the 
Rio Grande and Cape Horn may be 
somewhat more friendly and less sus- 
picious as a result of the futile efforts 
of the A. B. C. mediators to bring 
peace to Mexico. This, however, will 
depend chiefly upon the future course 
of the Wilson administration in deal- 
ing with the difficult situation which 
must exist in that country for a long 
time after the end of the war still in 
progress. 

Meanwhile, there has been no sa- 
lute to the American flag, American 
prestige in Mexico has not been re- 
stored, Huerta has not professed re- 
pentance, and Vera Cruz is still in— 
and on—the hands of the United 
States. 


THE PRESIDENT ON WOMAN SUF- 
FRAGE.

It is quite true that at the present 
time suffrage is a state issue. It is the 
purpose of the pending resolution to pave 
the way for making it a national one. 
If the women had gone to the President 
urging the passage of a congressional 
statue his position would have been 
quite proper, but under. the circum- 
stances it amounts to an attempt at 
evasion. 

If Mr. Wilson is opposed to suffrage 
that is nothing to be ashamed of, and 
he could either decline to talk at all 
or he should be frank in the expression 
of his views. Even those who might 
disagree with him would respect him for 
his straightforwardness. But no one, 
suffragist or anti, cares to have the 
women of the nation treated as they 
have been treated on the occasion of 
their recent visits to the White House. 


COST OF KILLING IN WAR. 
From the San Francisco Star. 

The cost of killing in modern warfare 
1e rather high—about $15,000 to kill a man. 
In the Boer war it cost $40,000 to kill 
@ man, and in the Balkan war it cost 
$10,000 to kill a man. In the Canal Zone 
Colonel Gorgas spent $2.43 to save a life. 
Sanitation in the Canal Zone cost only 
§ per cent, of the expense of building 
the Canal. It is cheaper to save life 
than to destroy it. Colonel Gorgas saved 
6130 lives by spending the average cost 
of killing one man in war—$15,000. Tho 
average cost of killing 6130 men in war 
is $30,650,000. And after they are killed 
there are no assets to show for the 
money spent. 


ROOSEVELT MUST BE CAREFUL.
